He was
inirty-nv- o years old, an nge often reck-
oned as dotago in tho realm of sport.
The attempt on liin part to restore the
championship to the white race? was an
effort to which ho hail liprn Iniliirril
by a constant clamor from those who
despaired of Johnson ever being beaten
by the crop of white hopes then seeking
mnicnes witii mm.
